SAN TA B A R B A R A . C alif. (A P ) — 
Oh God. what a night! 


The fire started opposite m y 
house, about a m ile aw ay on the side 
of the h ill, in the early evening. As 
we w atched through glasses, it 
seemed as though the tanker planes 
flying from the local airport and 
dousing it w ith chem icals, would put 
it under control. But the planes had 
to stop because of darkness. 
A w arm desert wind known here as 
the Santa Ana suddenly started 
gusting up to 40 m iles an hour. It 
picked up the fire and spread burning 
em bers over a four or five-m ile 
stretch in less than an hour 
You could see the fire leap a 
quarter of a m ile at a tim e as it 
swept up Eucalyptus H ill, dotted 


with homes worth $250,000 and more. 
The tail eucalyptus trees, dried out 
after months of drought, exploded 
into flam e as though they w ere 
touched with sm all bombs. 
The fire then moved down toward 
the ocean, into the southerq section 
of Santa Barb ara, one of the poorer 
areas of the city. 
Firem en from 100 m iles around 
had no chance to cope with the 
flam es as the winds mounted to 
about 60 m iles an hour, caused in 
part by the fire itself 
About m idnight, the fire crept 
down the 
m ountain tow ard the 
R ivie ra section where I live. As 
flam es closed in on both sides, m y 


w ife and I decided to abandon the 


house. 
As we pulled out into Conejo Road, 
our cars stocked w ith personal ef­ 
fects and clothes, we encountered 30 
or 40 m ore autos, loaded w ith 
children, clothing, dogs and cats. 
One little g irl was leading her white 
horse out of the fire area. 
Like alm ost everyone else in a 
sim ilar situation, we carried away 
only some of the really valuable 
things we had. having raced through 
the house, scooping up clothes, 
je w e lry , 
co n ten ts 
of 
m ed icin e 
closets, silverw are. 
Trees blown down by the high 
winds blocked the road tem porarily. 


A crew from the electric company 
arrived and sawed the tress into sec­ 
tions. Everybody pitched in to draw 
them out of the w ay, down the moun­ 


tain. 
Having watched refugees from 
G e rm an y 
to V ie tn a m , 1 n ever 
thought I would be one m yself and it 
is a s in g u la rly u n p leasan t ex­ 


perience. 
As we reached the downtown area 
and the Santa Barb ara News-Press 
office, we could see the fire that 
swept into the southern part of the 
city start leaping back up the moun­ 
tain which the city is built on as the 
wind shifted from the ocean. 
The winds died in the early morn­ 


in g h o u rs and th e co m b in ed 
firefighting forces from many parts 
of southern C alifo rn ia g rad u ally 
brought the blaze under control 
I had to w alk back into the area 
where I live because of blocked 
roads. I found m y neighbor’s house 
50 feet aw ay burned to the ground, 
but m ine was intact. The fire had 
swept around the knoll of the h ill be­ 
hind us and on the right side as w ell. 
The threat rem ained, however. As 
I cam e down the road, firefighting 
crew s w ere trying to douse hot spots 
where fires still burned on both sides 
of the road because they feared the 
Santa Ana wind would come again 
this evening.

Chow chi Ha kidnap motive: 
an idea for a movie plot 


OAKLAND (AP) — An idea for a movie plot triggered 
the real-life kidnaping of 26 children and their school bus 
driver, according to information reported in the wake of 
surprise guilty pleas by three young men accused of the 
bizarre crime. 
Gushes of new information about the case’s most baffl­ 
ing aspects — especially motive — burst forward Tuesday 
following guilty pleas Monday in Alameda County 
Superior Court by Jam es Schoenfeld, 25, his brother 
Richard, 24, and Frederick N. Woods, 25. 
In published reports: 
-A defense attorney and two of the kidnapers were 
quoted as saying the bizarre crime began as a plot for a 
movie but evolved from fantasy to real life horror 
—Mary Schoenfeld, mother of Richard and James, 
called the kidnaping a “one-time fling 
by her boys, 
whom she said had been “ good straight kids.” 
—The kidnapers’ frantic reactions to news that the 
children had escaped from a makeshift cell were revealed 
in reports about diary entries and letters by the trio, 
reportedly used as evidence during sealed grand jury 
hearings. 
Woods and the Schoenfelds changed their pleas to guilty 
in the ransom kidnaping of 26 school children and their 
bus driver on July 15,1976, which could bring a maximum 
penalty of life imprisonment with the possibility of 
parole. 
But they reaffirmed their innocent pleas to five counts 
of kidnap with bodily harm, which carries a maximum 
penalty of life in prison with no chance of parole. 
The trio is accused of abducting their victims at gun­ 
point on a narrow country road in Central California, 
transporting them by van 95 miles north to a Livermore 
rock quarry, and imprisoning them in a bunt'd moving 
van. The captives burrowed out after nearly 18 hours in 
the stuffy cell. 
“ It started out as a lark, as a movie plot,” said Lester 
Gendron, attorney for Jam es Schoenfeld “ Woods talked 
to them about the possibility of a movie plot.’’ 
Schoenfeld was quoted Tuesday as telling d etectiv es 


that discussions of the kidnaping for $5 million ranson 
began among himself, Woods and an unidentified friend 
he said was a Hollywood script writer 
“ It was just a crazy idea, just a wild idea, and I never 
thought we’d do anything,” Schoenfeld told investigators, 
according to a copyright article Tuesday in The 
Sacrameno Bee. The newspaper said the information was 
based on transcripts of the Madera County Grand Jury 
which indicted the trio. 
In a letter written shortly before his arrest, The Bee 
said Woods told the script writer he thought the caper 
“ would make a damn good movie of the week, if not a 
feature. It’s big, real big, and a hot item Everybody 
wants to know about it.” 
Mrs. Schoenfeld, in a weeping interview with the 
Redwood City Tribune, described her sons as good kids 
who were Eagle Scouts, loved the outdoors and made cars 
“ their whole life.” 
“ Somebody has to speak up for those kids,” the new­ 
spaper quotes her as saying. “ It was a terrible shock to 
us We had no idea in the world of any such thing like the 
kidnaping happening.” 
She said television and movies should share some of the 
blame for the ordeal. “ The movies portray police as 
stupid and dumb. I blame it on that and the crazy morals 
portrayed. However, you can’t excuse something like 
this. It was poor judgment.” 
Mrs. Schoenfeld said she wanted the parents of the kid­ 
naped children to know “ how badly we feel. We know 
what they have gone through.” 
When news bulletins revealed the children had es­ 
caped, Woods was with his girlfriend, a bank employe in 
the San Francisco suburb of Mountain View, The Bee 
reported, quoting grand jury testimony and an FBI 
report. 
The trio returns to court Aug. 5 for a hearing on a 
prosecution attem pt to expand charges of bodily harm 
because of scratches, bruises and m ental anguish 
sustained by the kidnap victims.

FINAL TEST FLIGHT

Last piggyback ride 
Shuttle testing successful 


EDWARDS AIR FORCE BASE, 
Calif. (AP) — The space shuttle 
Enterprise has made its highest and 
last piggyback test flight before a 
solo launch Aug. 12. 
Some “ nuisance problems” were 
reported during the craft’s hour-long 
flight Tuesday atop a Boeing 747, but 
N a tio n a l A v iatio n and Space 
A dm in istratio n 
o ffic ia ls 
said 
everything was generally satisfac­ 
tory. 
“ Absolutely nothing” developed 
during the final test to prevent the 
Enterprise from making it first free 
flight next month, said test flight 
manager Donald “ Deke” Slayton, a 
former astronaut. 


Traveling 312 m p h., the 75-ton 
shuttle was lofted to an altitude of 
28,660 feet, the highest so far, before 
747 pilot Fitzhugh Fulton nosed the 
transport jet into a seven-degree 
dive for 4.000 feet. 
It's at that point on Aug. 12 that 
seven explosive bolts holding the 
shuttle to the 747 will be fired, 
releasing the Enterprise for a five- 
minute free-flight glide It will land 
on a 15.000-foot dry lake runway. 
NASA officials said the craft has 
performed so well on test flights that 
the number of free flights may be cut 
from eight to four, saving $10 million 
to $12 million. 
However, a flashing warning light 


did prove annoying to NASA scien­ 
tists in Tuesday’s test. The warning 
could have indicated overheating m 
one of three auxiliary power units 
(APUs), which provide energy for 
steering, braking and other controls. 
H ow ever, 
a stro n a u t G ordon 
Fullerton, who manned the En­ 
terprise with astronaut Fred Haise, 
said the malfunction appeared to be 
in the sensor light, not the APU. 
Fullerton and Haise will pilot the 
shuttle on the Aug. 12 flight. 
The Enterprise will eventually be 
sent into earth orbit with men and 
scientific equipment. It is the first 
U.S. spacecraft designed for multi­ 
ple flights and re-entries. 


Steam engineers 
at UCLA hoping 
walk-out works 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - About 60 
UCLA steam engineers are hoping 
hot air and cold water will encourage 
university officials to reconsider 
their wage offer. 


The engineers, in charge of the un­ 
iversity’s water-heating and air con­ 
ditioning, were off the job Tuesday, 
along with two other employe groups 
honoring the engineers’ walkout. 


The steam engineers, members of 
Steam Operating Engineers Local 
501, struck Monday night for an im­ 
mediate 11 per cent wage hike, as 
well as double pay for overtime. 
They say the hike would be com­ 
parable to raises offered other craft 
employes. 


UCLA has offered time-and-ahalf 
for overtime and a nine per cent 
salary increase, which officials say 
com plies with the univ ersity 's 
obligation. 
Spokesm en said the cam pus’ 
carpenters, electricians and painters 
may join the plumbers and masons in 
a sympathy strike. 
The engineers' walkout indirectly 
affects laboratories, the five dor­ 
mitories on campus and the UCLA 
Medical Center, although super­ 
visory staff were running the steam 
plants and no disruptions were 
reported. 


Board to consider

The Pomona school board will hold 
another budget study session today 
at 7.30 p.m. in the board room of the 
Education Center to begin slicing up 
approximately $700,000 in funds for 
now programs for the 1977-78 school 
year. 
The district had planned to spend 
nearly $15 million on new programs 
this vear. but had that idea altered 
when a $900,000 error made by the 
business department was discovered 
by trustee Eugene Whitlock. Much of 
that money had been slated for new 
programs. 
Nonetheless, the district may 
come out financially 
The state 
Legislature is expected to adopt 
some sort of school finance bill in AB 
65 when it reconvenes in August and 
additional savings are anticipated 
when the district com pletes the 
reorganization of the administration 
and e lim in a te s s e v e ra l a d ­ 
ministrative posts. 
Already discussed for possible 
elimination have been a number of 
resource teacher positions, director 
of the lieadstart program, elimina­ 
tion of the of I ice of Intergroup to be 
replaced by a less expensive posi­ 
tion. elimination of the positions of 
director and coordinator of elemen- 
tarv and secondary education, 
elimination of the position of person­ 


nel specialist in the personnet 
department and the elimination of 
one advisory post in the business 
department. 
Further cuts are expected to be 
mentioned before the opening of 
school Sept 15. 
Speculations over the amount of 
money expected from Sacramento 
have ranged anvwhere from $500,000 
to $750.000 
Tonight’s m eeting should see 
trustees begin to offer funds for 
various programs in the areas of 
special education, bilingual educa­ 
tion. fine arts, and maintenance. 
However, due to the reduced funding 
available, appropriations in this area 
will not reach their earlier an­ 
ticipated amounts.

The Claremont City Council Tues 
day night voiced its concerns about 
potential problems of noise, odor and 
particle emission if Chinook Inter­ 
national, a Newport Beach-based 
recreational vehicle maker, moves 
its la Verne operation into a new 
100,000 square-foot, 
$1.5 
million 
building in Claremont 
The transaction between Chinook 
International and Charles Cooke, 
owner of the Claremont Business 
Park on Arrow Highway between 
Cambridge and Bucknell avenues, is 
being handled by Quackenbos Co,, a 
Claremont real estate brokerage 
firm 
Tlie Chinook building would be 
erected along the Avenue frontage of 
C ooke’s 
A e ro M e rid ia n C orp. 
property, and would be the first 
project in the Claremont Business 
Parti 
Two weeks ago, the City Council 
approved a contract enabling it to 
get $241.000 in federal money to help 
build off-tite improvements for the 
45-acre industrial park. 
Mayor Bertye Smith echoed fellow 
council members' feelings when she 
told acting City M anager Paul 
Brotzman that he should inform 
Chinook of the city’s industrial stan­ 
dards. 
“ The council feels strongly that no 
industrial standards should be 
lowered,” Mrs Smith ¿•ommepted 
Brotzm an 
accom panied ¡M rs 
Smith and Council worn an Eleanor 


Cohen Tuesday on a tour of Chinook’s 
La V erne o p eratio n w here 30 
campers are manufactured on two 
assembly lines daily. 
Brotzman said that plans call for 
four assembly lines in the Claremont 
operation which will employ 200 
persons indoors. 
Brotzman called the Claremont 
project “a full-scale manufacturing 
operation,” 
Brotzman said that firm officials 
told him that at the present site they 
have no way of doing away with the 
odor, but he said that the odor 
problem can be resolved 
He said that since most of the La 
Verne operation is carried on out­ 
doors the noise is obvious, but stres­ 
sed that in Claremont all manufac­ 
ture would be indoors 
As to resolving the problem of par­ 
ticle emission, Brotzman said that a 
25 to 35-foot-high stack could be built. 
Mrs Cohen said that she found the 
odor strongly objectionable, and that 
she noticed a “ tremendous amount 
of vehicles parked on site ” 
This operation if it comes to 
Claremont will discourage the higher 
types of uses we would want, 
she 
said “ It will set the tone for the 
remainder of the park ” 
Associate planner Bill Wojtkowski 
informed the council that the South 
Coast Air Q uality M aintenance 
District would like to be in on the 
planning of the Chinook project as to 
odor and particle emission 
But Counciiwoman “C laire Mc­ 
Donald commented that “ Irustinu 


completely in South Coast is not 
what I want.” 
“Chinook must convince us that 
they can comply with our city stan­ 
dards,” Brotzman said. 
“ If they can’t get rid of the noise 
and odor, then they shouldn’t be in 
Claremont,” Mrs McDonald said, 
Mrs Cohen eneouraged the rest ot 
the council to visit the La Verne 
plant 
Brotzman said that he learned that 
the plant, bordered on two sides by 
homes, had caused some complaints, 
but city officials said they were not 
big enough to cause concerns 
“ Well, now we’re going to haw in­ 
dustry in Claremont," commented 
Councilman Frank Hungerford 
“ I’m not quite sure,” countered 
Mrs McDonald. 
Brotzman had reported earlier the 
city will ask the federal government 
for an extension of two to four weeks 
for additional permit and design 
time in connection with the grant ot 
$241,000 in Economic Development 
Administration funds. 
The federal funds are half of a 
$482.000 Claremont Redevelopment 
Agency project to construct Wharton 
Drive into the park, and to install 
street lights, a sewer main, a water 
main, and a storm drain from the in­ 
dustrial park westward in Arrow 
Highway to the westerly city boun­ 
dary. 
Brotzman said that the city must 
obtain permission front the flood 
control district to connect with its 
line. 


Congressmen face prosecution 


WASHINGTON ( AP) - Atty Gen. 
Griffin Bell said today that he ex­ 
pects some congressmen will be 
prosecuted in connection with South 
Korean influence buying, some will 
be absolved and Congress may want 
to deal with ethics of others. 
Bell, briefing about 100 House 
members on the progress of the 
Justice Department investigation, 
said both he and President Carter 
want to complete the investigation 
as quickly as possible to “remove the 
cloud over Congress at the earliest 
time.” 
Bell said “it is like having three in­ 
vestigations going on at the same 
time 
Asst. Atty. Gen. Benjamin R 
Civiletti, who heads the probe, said 
there is a “possibility of illegal ac­ 
tion” by public officials not 


Bell expects action on S. Korea influence peddling 


reporting the first indications of 
Korean influence buying as early as 
1972. 
But he said the Justice De­ 
partment is concentrating on the 
Korean influence buying itself and 
has not diverted its attentions so far 
to the possibility of public officials 
covering up information about it. 
Some State Department and other 
officials reportedly saw intelligence 
reports about the alleged attempts 
by South Koreans to buy influence in 
Congress in the early 19708 
Civiletti also said no decision has 
been made yet to prosecute anyone 
and said for that reason “I make no 
promises” that there may be any 


specific number. 
He said the Justice investigation is 
at the stage where it must decide 
whether to seek indictments in some 
cases or to drop them because they 
are “so full of holes” that they could 
not be pressed. 
“We are at that stage in a very few 
cases." he said. “By early fail we ex­ 
pect a few more cases.” 
House Speaker Thomas P. O’Neill 
revealed Monday that he had been 
told indictments will be coming in 
August and September. 
Aides said O’Neill was told that the 
Justice Department plans to seek in­ 
dictments of five people. Other 
sources said all five are former 


congressmen. 
In a related development, Suzi 
Park Thomson, who was a secretary 
to former House Speaker Carl 
Albert, said she refused to talk 
privately to House investigators 
Tuesday. 
Miss Thomson said she wants a 
public hearing to clear her name ot 
any involvement in the Korean 
influence-buying scandal 
“I have no knowledge of any bribes 
or payoffs on Capitol Hill,” she said 
Miss Thomson said she refused to 
talk to House investigators behind 
closed doors for fear her testimony 
would be leaked in a distorted way 
that would make her look bad. 


She was subpoened to give a 
deposition to investigators working 
on the House ethics committee s in­ 
vestigation. 


There have been press reports that 
she gave parties attended by con­ 
gressmen and Korean officials. One 
of the congressmen being in­ 
vestigated, Rep. Robert L. Leggett. 
D-Calif., acknowledged he had a love 
affair with her. 
But she said in a statement she 
was not involved in influence-buying 
and that the affair was a private 
matter that does not “affect the 
national interest of the United States 
in anv wav.” 


Bearne raps Carter 
on welfare reform 


NEW YORK (AP) - Warning that 
New York City “cannot wait until 
1981 for welfare reform,” Mayor 
Abraham Beame has accused Presi­ 
dent Carter of falling short on a cam­ 
paign promise to have the federal 
government relieve the city of its 
overwhelming welfare burden. 
Prior to Beame s news conference 
at City Hall Tuesday, mayoral press 
aide Sidney Frigand distributed 
copies of a letter, dated May 25.1976, 


wherein Carter pledged federal help 
with welfare. The letter had come 
right after Beame's timely endorse­ 
ment of Carter s presidential cam­ 
paign effort. 
In the letter. Carter said, “ My con­ 
cept of substantial funding by the 
federal government would include as 
soon as possible the federal assump­ 
tion of the local government s share 
and the phased reduction of the 
state's share.”

FARGO, N.D (Af>) - 
North 
D akota's largest 
city doesn't have a hill. Ed 
Clapp is going to build one. 
The City of Fargo also 
lacks a lake. Clapp says 
lie's going to fix that too. 
This east-central North 
Dakota city of 60,000 is 
located in the fertile Red 
River Valley. The terrain 
around here is m ostly 
table-top flat — the city’s 
elevation is 900 feet. An 
arrow -straight 
horizon 
stretches unbroken for 
miles. 
Clapp. 58. a retired Army 
officer and director of a 
local bank, is a Fargo 
native. “ I’ve lived all over 
the world,” he says. 
i figure this is a good 
town for children to grow 
up in, but it would be a lot 
pleasanter to live on a lake 
afid be near a recreation 
area like a ski hill would 
provide." 
Clapp, an artillery of­ 
ficer in World War II and 
the Korean War, plans to 
take clay soil from his land 
at Fargo's south edge and 
build a 100-foot-high hill 
from it. 
The holes left by the 
departed dirt will form 
th re e 
in terconnectin g 
lakes ranging in size from 
121 a to 151 a acres, he says. 
But there’s a problem 
connected with hill-making 
in Fargo. The hill might 
sink 
“There’s quite a bit of 
moisture in the Red Riv­ 
er so il.” says C lapp. 
“ Engineers are afraid that 
when we put a big pile of 
heavy clay on top of it, the 
ground beneath will act 
like jelly and pop up some 
place else. 
“ So we re going to put up 
a 40-foot test hill — about 
450 000 cubic yards ... We'll 
lei ii stand a year to see 
what happens so we can an­ 
ticipate what a fullsized 
hill will do.” 
If it works, the cost of 
the big hill — containing 
about a million cubic yards 
ot dirt — will be about 
$750,000. Clapp estimates. 
There will be additional 
costs for a ski lodge, snow­ 
making equipm ent and 
landscaping on the 20-acre 
site.

Carter sees 'glimmer of hope' in A-arms 


ED ITO R'S NOTE: Jim m y Carter offered a double 
pledge during the presidential campaign: He promised to 
step up efforts to stop the spread of atomic weapons and 
vowed to work toward removing nuclear arsenals from 
the earth. In a July 8 interview at the White House, AP 
Diplomatic Correspondent Arthur L. Gavshon discussed 
the issues with the President. Here, in the second part of 
a five-part series, is a report of what he said.

WASHINGTON (A P) — President Carter says there is 
now “ a glimmer of hope’’ that the spread of atomic 
weapons can be limited, even though ‘ every step is going 
to be a challenge in itself." 
1 Six or eight months ago there was a general feeling 
around the world that nothing could be done, that it was 
too late, that the atomic genie was out of the bottle and 
that nobody could catch it to return it to captivity," the 
President said 
‘ But I believe there is a different feeling now. that 
there is a glimmer of hope that the proliferation of na-, 
ttons who have an explosive atomic device can be limited 
Instead of having dozens of atomic nations, I think the 
likelihood is we won t have very many more." 
Carter also said in an interview that " I don't know of 
any nation" which disagrees with his goal of total and 
orderly nuclear disarmament. 
The President said that the United States has "in ­ 
stituted a very strong program based on two simple prin­ 
ciples: one is an adequate supply of nuclear fuel to be 
used for the production of power; the other one ... is strict 


control over nuclear wastes and the enriched uranium in­ 
ventory to prevent a transfer into explosives." 
Carter said he has received some Soviet and Chinese 
backing for his goals of stopping the spread of nuclear 
weapons and. ultimately, eliminating them entirely But 
he also said he hopes for even more cooperation from the 
two Communist giants. 
He said the Soviet Union "has been very forthcoming so 
far" in support of proposals to control the use and 
development of nuclear fuels, tools and knowhow 
He said he was disappointed by Moscow's rejection of a 
proposal for "a drastic reduction in atomic weaponry." 
but added, "It is still a very real goal for my ad­ 
ministration." 
Carter said the Chinese leaders shared his goal of total 
nuclear disarmament He said he had discussed Peking's 
views with Ambassador Huang Chen, chief of China s 
liaison mission in Washington. 
The Chinese, Carter said, have a three-part approach to 
the issue: first, a world summit to discuss the subject; se­ 
cond, a pledge by nuclear nations against first-use of their 
weapons; and third, the total elimination of nuclear 
weapons 
" I think it is a good idea, a good approach" he said. 
"The first step obviously is to derive some agreement 
between ourselves and the Soviet Union " Carter said 
other nations "would be influenced heavily by what we 
do. We are prepared today to stop all testing of nuclear 
devices, both weapons and peaceful nuclear devices, if 
the Soviets will agree 
Discussing other aspects of nuclear policy in the Oval 
Office interview, Carter said: 


-H is administration has not foreclosed the hope.or 
possibility of terminating the contracts West Germany 
and France have signed to sell nuclear-reprocessing 
plants to Brazil and Pakistan, giving these countries the 
capacity to extract plutonium from waste uranium fuel 
(Plutonium, a man-made element, can be used for mak­ 
ing bombs.) 
"W e have no authority over the French, Germans, 
Brazilians or Pakistanis; don't want to have any," Carter 
said. "But I still hope that there might be some means 
found to prevent that sale of reprocessing plants." 
—He favors greatly strengthening the Vienna-based 
International Atomic Energy Agency as a permanent 
world organ for nuclear supervision and control. 
- He would go along with arrangements for swapping 
data with other nations on America's uranium inventories 
and mining extraction rates. But he ruled out any sugges­ 
tion that there should be international ownership or con­ 
trol of U.S. uranium mines 
—He thinks that besides the five acknowledged nuclear 
weapons powers — the United States, Britain. France, the 
Soviet Union and China — "there are some others that are 
not known ’ He did not name any country 
—He took issue with some scientists who have con­ 
tested U S government figures on the supply of uranium 
and have suggested that there may be a shortage within 
the next 10 to 15 years. "Nobody has a sure set of data." 
he said, but added: " I think we are overestimating the de­ 
mand for nuclear fuels." He also said there "has never 
been an adequate worldwide inventory of uranium fuels. " 
Carter added: " I think that a good estimate of demand

Tips offered on how 
to keep snakes away

Rattlesnakes may be 
more common around . 
mountain homes this sum­ 
mer because drought is 
forcing them to seek food 
and shelter closer to in­ 
habited areas. But a few 
simple precautions will 
help keep them away. 
"Rodents are the prim­ 
ary food of rattlesnakes 
and burrows provide cov­ 
er for the snakes. Elim ­ 
inating rodents and plug­ 
ging their burrows will dis­ 
courage snakes from mov­ 
ing in around your home,” 
said Dale Wade. Univer­ 
sity of California Coopera­ 
tive 
Extension 
anim al 
damage control specialist. 
Closely 
mowed 
lawns 
and fields are less attrac­ 
tive to snakes than weeds, 
brush, 
and tall grass. 
Trash, lumber, rocks and 
other materials that offer 
shade or hiding places for 
snakes also should be 
removed from the im- 


mediate household area. 
"R attlesn akes cannot 
dig or climb vertical walls, 
so they can be kept out of 
buildings by installing 
tig h t- fittin g doors or 
screens on all openings and 
by blocking cracks and 
holes in foundations and 
floors,” said Wade. 
Although 
snakeproof 
fences are expensive and 
not feasible for enclosing 
large outdoor areas, they 
are practical for small 
areas such as children s 
play yards 
Wade advises using Vi- 
inch 
screen, 
36-inches 
wide, for such a fence. The 
bottom edge should be 
securely buried a few in­ 
ches in the ground and the 
fence should slant outward 
at about a 30-degree angle. 
Support stakes should be 
inside the fence and the 
wire should be tightly 
stretched. The gate must 
be tight-fitting and hinged 


to swing inward because of 
the fence angle. 
"Do not allow vegetation 
or debris next to the fence. 
Snakes can climb on these 
materials and they provide 
food 
and 
c o v e r 
fo r 
rodents,” said Wade. 
He also stated that resi­ 
dents shouldn’t rely on 
ch e m ica ls 
or 
"h o m e 
remedies” for snake con­ 
trol. No chemicals are 
registered in California for 
snake control and research 
has failed to show any 
repellent 
effect 
from 
materials such as cayenne 
pepper, slaked 
lim e, 
powdered 
sulphur, 
hair 
ropes and certain plants. 
if you want an effective 
snake alarm system, get a 
turkey. "Turkeys are ex­ 
cellent snake locaters if 
they can be confined to 
your property. Also, an 
aggressive dog will often 
set up an alarm if a snake 
is present,” said Wade.

Dogs vaccinated 


A West End area dog licensing and rabies vaccination 
clinic will be held Saturday to allow San Bernardino 
County residents in the unincorporated areas a final op­ 
portunity to have their dogs vaccinated and licensed 
before the Aug. 1 deadling. 
Dogs may be licensed at $10 each and vaccinated at the 
reduced clinic rate of $2 for both males and 
females.

Residents in the unincorporated areas who own dogs 
four months of age or older are urged to have their 
animals vaccinated and licensed now to avoid the high 
costs and penalties that go into effect Aug. 1. At that time 
license costs will be raised to $15 and vaccinations must 
be obtained from private veterinarians.

Chief Administrative Officer Harry Hufford said the 
countv is already getting back substantially more from 
the operation than it is losing because the association is 
tax exempt. 
Hufford is recommending to the county Board of Super­ 
visors the present free lease be continued for at k*ast 
another year under a strong set of provisions

day 
The new contract stipulates the fair associati(*n con­ 
tinue to grant sufficient space to county agencies for ex­ 
hibits. it make available 3,000 free tickets to be dis­ 
tributed among worthy organizations; and it set up two 
days during the fair when all senior citizens are admitted 
at rtductd rates 
Lnder the new contract, the sheriff s office would con- 


tinue to use the fairgrounds during the off-season for 
training purposes 
The proposed contract is the rt*solveof an investigation 
startid last November to learn why the county was paid 
only $28,(MX) in property taxes by the fair board wh«*n 
Pomona was getting $100,000 in amusement taxes and the 
state was receiving $900.000 from horse rac**s 
Hufford’s report shows that b«*cause the fair associa­ 
tion is exempt from property taxes, the county is losing 
about $65.000 a year. But he noted the county was getting 
$395.000 in benefits other than taxes 
These benefits include nearly year-round use of the 
premises by the sheriff s office for sale driving training, 
riot control, and other activities 
Phil Shephard, the fair's executive director, claim s that 
if the board charged rental for that space the county 
would have to pay nearly $350,000 a year 
The fair association also must make available 17.500

Counterattack 
on crime 


It’s getting harder and harder to make a dis- 
honest living in some cities, thanks to the growing 
use of police decoy teams. 
As the name suggests, one member of such a 
team poses as an easy crime target — a tottering 
derelict, for example, or a harmless old lady. 
The rest of the team follows behind, ready to 
pounce on any mugger, purse-snatcher or rapist 
lured by the apparently helpless 'dctim_ 
And pounce they have. In New York City, which 
pioneered the concept in 1971, the police 
department’s 250-member “ street crime unit 
has 
made 20,000 arrests, most of them on felony 
charges, and 90 per cent of the arrests have 
resulted in convictions. 
. . . 
A 
Other cities have begun taking up the idea. And 
while it is too early to say there is any connection, it 
is interesting to note that the F BI reports violent 
crimes decreased by five per cent last year, after 
having tripled over the previous 15 years. 
Somewhat surprising is that judges are not throw­ 
ing out decoy team ajrests on the.grounds that they 
constitute illegal entrapment. 
Maybe the courts are on the people s side after 
all. aiw exercise more common sense than we have 
given them credit for.

A taxing 
problem 


New York state legislators recently passed a bill 
to give aid and comfort to organized crime. 
It wasn’t labeled that, of course, but that will be 
the effect of the state’s raising its cigarette tax to a 
new high of 15 cents a pack 
Since New York City has its own eight-cent tax, 
this means smokers there will now have to cough up 
a total of 21 cents a pack in taxes - or 21 cents 
more than in North Carolina, the state with the 
lowest cigarette tax. 
A potential profit margin like this — which exists 
to a slightly lesser degree in other states — is simp­ 
ly too much for the criminal 
world to resist 
Already it's said that half the cigarettes sold in 
New York are bootlegged cigarettes. 
N ationw ide, the Advisory ( om m ission on 
Intergovernmental Relations, a panel establish^ 
bv Congress, estimates that high-tax states are los­ 
ing $391 million a year in uncollected cigarette 
laxe?» because of bootlegging. 
The commission calls few* a coordinated state- 
federal attack on the problem, including — shades 
of Elliot Ness — making interstate cigarette 
smuggling a federal crime. 
In our view, a better approach would be to make 
cigarette taxation a federal prerogative. 
Remove the incentive to smuggling by abolishing 
state and local cigarette taxes entirely and replace 
them with a uniform federal tax throughout the 
country. The revenues i*ould then be rebated to the 
states on a proportionate basis. 
Cigarette smuggling is a problem that was. 
legislated into existence. It should be legislated oat 
of existence.

WASHINGTON - Whifce * the 
Federal Energy Administration has 
struggled to cope with the energy 
crisis, many of its staff m enders 
have been more interested in pad­ 
ding their pockets at the taxpayers' •

For the past year, we can now 
reveal, the agency s gumshoes have 
b<*en prowling secretly around the 
backroom s. 
They 
have found 
evidence of a massive ripoff of 
g o v e r n m e n t 
funds. 
S e v e r a l 
employees, according to the allega­ 
tions, have padded their salaries. 
Junketed around the country on per­ 
sonal business and violated govern­ 
ment regulations. 
All told, these employees may 
have taken the ta x p a y e rs for 
hundreds of thousands of dollars Yet 
the practices, say our sources, were 
condoned by FEA supervisors 
We have had ACCOM to the agen­ 
cy s investigative fik*s They snow 
that timecards were often padded or 
forged, with some staff people 
regularly collecting 40 to 50 hours of 
overtime pay for more than a year. 
Consultants were paid salaries for 
which they did no work 
Graduate students were hired and 
then did tlx ir school work on govern­ 
ment time Some employees even 
resorted to petty thievery, with $300 
calculators ‘ disappearing ’ shortly 
before they left for other jobs 
Tin- scandal began in the spring of 


1974. when the agency launched a 
haphazard effort to hire profes­ 
sionals who could develop and 
analyze energy data. 


Eric Zausner. now a lobbyist with 
the Booz-Alk'n research firm, was 
placid in charge of the agency s in­ 
formation and policy section 
He 
recruited a number of young staffers 
who immediately began tatterung 
their wallets, allegedly with 
Zausner’s knowledge. 
Zausner pleaded ignorance to the 
charges, saying he had not been con­ 
tacted by the investigators He found 
the allegations “ fru stratin g 
became his staff was so hard work­ 
ing 
Yet the staffers were most in 
d u s t r i o u s a t p a d d i n g t h e i r 
p a y c h e c k s, 
a c c o rd in g to in­ 
vestigative files 
For almost two 
years, say our sources, the high- 
salaried professionals collected the 
maximum overtim e pay, even 
though they legally didn t qualify for 
overtime. They allegedly pocketed 
the extra cash with Zausner s verbal 
per mission 
Many employes also took junkets 
and worked infrequent hours, claim­ 
ing much of their work was done late 
at night in their homes Eventually, 
some of their more scrupulous 
colleagues complained to Zausner s 
successor, John Christie He fired off 
a series of memos laying down strict 


guidelines on overtime pay, working 
hours, and travel reimbursement. 
The memos were either ignored or 
laughed off, despite efforts to stop 
the abuses. Finally, the agency’s 
security office began a drawn-out in­ 
vestigation which was speeded up 
when John O'Leary became the new 
administrator. O’Leary ordered his 
new inspector general to begin prob­ 
ing the internal wrongdoing. A 
spokesman assured our associate 
Marc Smolonsky that the investiga­ 
tion has “ top priority’’ and that the 
charges are “ very serious 
The investigators have developed 
files on about 15 different employees. 
The most serious allegations involve 
Jam es Sweeney, a top official who is 
now a professor at Stanford Univer­ 
sity. Sweeney not only padded his 
time cards, the files allege, but 
charged the government for job­ 
hunting trips to Stanford. He also 
allegedly used public funds for taxi 
rides to his home and for trips to his 
parents' home in Connecticut. 
Sweeney told us the charges are 
“ ludicrous “ He denied every allega­ 
tion. saying he had Zausner s ver­ 
bid permission to claim the max­ 
imum overtime In any event, he in­ 
sisted, he usually worked more over­ 
time hours than he was paid for 
Zausner agreed with this contention 
Sweeney also said he was forced to

WASHINGTON (NEA) - Presi- 
dcni C arter's effort to reward a ixm 
troverrial polltkcal supporter with a 
$50 000-a-year job on a federal 
regulatory commission already has 
produced em barrassm ent in the 
White House and probably will lead 
to rejix tion erf the nomination in the 
Senate 
There has been previous Senate 
resistance to a handful of Carter 
nomin**es. but each of those cases in­ 
volved substantive differences over 
public policy. The new case, 
however, represents the first time 
the personal integrity of a Carter 
nomim*e has bi'en called into ques­ 
tion 
The focus of that Uttle-publieiaed 
hut fast-growing dispute is Donald L 
Tucker, the autocratic Speaker of 
the House in the Florida k'gislature 
and th e first D em ocratic o f­ 
ficeholder tn the state to endorse 
k Carter prior to the crucial 1976 
Florida presidential primary 
On June 16. C arter nominated 
Tucker to be one of five members of 
the Civtl Aeronautics Board, which 
regulates the nation s aviation in- 
du»try 
But the Senate Commerce 
Committee, which must confirm the 
nomination took no action on it for 
almost a month. 
At the request of Sen Howard W, 
Cannon 
D-Nev., chairman of the 
com mittee’s aviation subcommittee, 
the full committee met in an extraor­ 
dinary secret session on July 14 for 


the sole purpose of examining the 
results of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation probe of Tucker s 
background 


When grim -faced co m m itte e 
m em bers em erged from the 70- 
minute meeting, they refused to dis­ 
cuss what transpired exi*ept to an­ 
nounce that they had scheduled a 
puhik* hearing on the Tucker selec­ 
tion for Sept, 11 
The Democratk'-dominated Senate 
has quickly and r»>uttnely approved 
almost all of Democrat Carter s 
previous nominations The requisite 
committee hearings invariably are 
eut-and-dried affairs, seldom lasting 
more than a few hours. 
But tty com m ittee's highly un­ 
usual postponement of hearings for 
almost two months was the Upoff to 
its reservations about Tucker's in­ 
tegrity, as was a Aaim newspaper 
report several days earlier that Can- 
m>n “ has told some of his colleague* 
privately that hi* saw enough in the 
FBI reports to make him wonder 
why the White House is going 
through with the nomination 
The content of the FBI reports re­ 
mains secret, but numerous in­ 
vestigative stories 
in Florida s 
major newspapers in recent years 
raise serious questions about 
Tucker’s ethics and conduct. 
According to one account, a land 
development partnership in which 
Tucker was a m em ber received 
preferential treatment in obtaining a 
$290.000 bank loan in May 1975 while 


Tucker was maneuvering the Florida 
House into approving a previously 
stalled bill to permit branch banking 
leading the lobbying tor the 
legislation was the Florida Bankers 
Associatnm. whose president at the 
time also was president of the bank 
which grant I’d the disputed loan to 
Tinker's group 
Another newspaper story disclosed 
last autum n that Tucker had 
purchased for his new office in the 
State Capitol a $4.429 desk and 
matching $4,002 c redenza After that 
revelation, Tucker alm ost was 
defeated in his bid for reelect ion by 
an unknown Kepubliean 
T inkers current financial state­ 
ment indicates that he converted to 
his personal use more than $70,000 
collected at a political “ appreciation 
dinner ’ last vear - a practice legal 
in Florida but hurdiv reflective of 
the high ethical standards Carter 
repeatedly has insisted upon for all 
federal officials 
Members of the White House staft 
who normally are highly loyal to the 
President already are privately ex- 
presssing chagrin about the Tucker 
selection and are pointedly referring 
to it as “ the 1 Resident’s nomination’ 
to personally repay a political debt 
The St Petersburg Times one of 
Florida’s most respected news 
papers, summed up the case against 
Tinker in an editorial opposing his 
confirmation: “Tucker lias made 
himself a reputation in Tallahassee 
(the state capital, as a wheeler- 
dealer politician.''

IRS guns aim 
at wrong folks

Memo to Jerome Kurtz. Dear Mr. Kurtz I read 
bv the papers that, as President Carter s new head 
of the Internal Ftevenue Service, you want peop^ to 
pay income taxes on the value of fringe benefits fur- 
nished by employers. 
According to the reports, you were talking about 
such things as lunches and office parking and a host 
of other things which have been taken for granted in 
the past.

I could wish you good luck but I am afraid that 
manv of the things at which you aim are marginal 
and debatable. Parking, and even lunches, may be 
furnished more as a benefit to the employer than 
the omplove at least when their provision avoids 
work stoppages because restaurants are not readily 
available or lack of transportation makes it impos­ 
sible to get workers unless parking is provided. 
Also mentioned are reduced or free fares for air- 
line e m p l o y e s . R a i l r o a d e r s h a v e been 
4 deadheading’’ since time immemorial. Actually, 
do such things represent value inasmuch as the 
transport is making the trip anyway? 
In any event your efforts would be far more 
creditable in the eyes of the citizens if. before you 
cast your big net over the working people, you start 
levying on the fringe benefits usurped by overpaid 
public officials at taxpayer expense 
For example, right there under your nose in 
Washington, I hear that 147 top government of­ 
ficials (you must be one of them) still are chaut- 
feured to and from work despite President Carter’s 
admonitions for economy. Doesn t that service 
represent a taxable fringe benefit? 
More specifically, I would direct your attention to 
what seem to be some clear cut cases hen* in 
( alifornia which have been going untaxed due to the 
failure of your minions to act. 
Most glaring is the case of the president of the tax 
supported University of California, whose duties 
must be far greater than those of the governor since 
he is paid a salary 20 per cent higher than the gover­ 
nor’s $49.500 stipend. The regents, who govern this 
mightv institution of learning, apparently are of the 
view that one in so exalted a position cannot live on 
a high enough standard on a mere $»>0,000 a year for 
they have provided fringe benefits which must 
value at least $100,000 a year. These include a free 
million dollar mansion, servants, all utilities, a 
chauffeured limousine, and a siush fund for enter­ 
tainment. 
* 
That he isn't paying income tax on these fringe 
benefits is obvious. F^ven with his high salary he 
couldn't afford it. Your people say the rental value 
of the mansion isn’t taxable since he is required to 
live there. This ignores the fact it is a false require­ 
ment proved bv the fact a recent previous president 
lived in his own home. It also ignores the fact that 
for computing retirement benefits, credit is given 
to the rental value of the home, thus upping his pen 
sion entitlements. 
Similarly situated are the chancellors at the nine 
satellite U C. campuses, each furnished lavish 
homes, utilities, etc. Likewise, State College 
Chancellor Glenn S. Dumke, also paid $60.000 year­ 
ly, is installed in a state owned half million dollar 
Bel Air mansion with a rent value of at least $5,000 
a month for which he pays the ridiculous monthly 
rental of $140 
Because many of us citizens think that govern­ 
ment officials should set the example for the rest of 
the folks, I am sure everyone would feel much bet­ 
ter about your efforts to make our free ham 
sandwiches at lunch time subject to income tax if 
vou first went after these fatcats who are lapping 
up the cream of our work efforts. If you aim your 
guns in that direction I will wish you good luck

It s just that 
the food b ill’s bigger than what we budgeted Sandy s be­ 
ing fed alfalfa hay and a commercial grain ration Could 
you give me any figures as to whether or not there s 
anything else I could feed, and how much, that might help 
us save a little? Sandy doesn't work too hard - he gets 
ridden a little; groomed, and petted a lot. — T.W. 
D EA R T.W .: Sandy's own doctor is the best one to 
determine his individual nutritional requirements. Should 
Sandy suffer from tooth or internal parasite problems, ms 
food-utilizing efficiency would be down, and his food bill 
up. As a rough guide to Sandy’s nutritional needs, if he 
weighted, say. 1.000 pounds, and is in good health, he 
should be able to maintain good condition on the following 
daily rations: Four pounds of good quality alfalfa hay, 
some pasture (a moderate amount of good grass», and 
five pounds of good commercial grain or six pounds of 
high quality oats, whichever is cheaper Whether or not 
the above rations are actually suitable depends on factors 
varying from horse health and activity, to food quality 
and environmental conditions

What do you lead from the West 
hand against South’s three-notrump 
contra«1!? If you know what East 
holds you can lead the queen of 
hearts, continue with the a«*e and 
jack and collect six quick tricks 
If you haven’t had that look at the 
East hand you are likely to open a 
spade If you make the normal lead 
of the three spot your partner w ill 
either play the queen (an advanced 
play) or the ace followed by the 
queen (a normal play). 
In the first case declarer w ill rat­ 
tle off U tricks; in the second case 
he w ill make 12 Either way you will 
be most unhappy about the whole 
thing. 
, 
It you are playing that you lead se­ 
cond best (not fourth best) from a 
long suit not headed by one of the 


four top honors you w ill open the 
seven. 
Your partner w ill win the ace, note 
the fall of the eight from declarer, 
study the hand a while, see that you 
have undoubtedly led the top of 
nothing or second best of nothing, 
shift to the four of hearts and wind up 
with th«» same six defensive tricks a 
heart lead from your hand would 
have produced.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Telephone workers are 
prepared to launch a 
nationwide strike next 
month to back demands for 
pay increases and other 
benefits in a new contract 
with the Bell System. 
Glenn E. Watts, presi­ 
dent of the Communica­ 
tions Workers of America, 
said overwhelming sup­ 
port few a strike “ makes it 
clear” that his 500,000 
members “ are ready to 
walk out if that becomes 
necessary." 
Watts said the rank and 
file, in a secret-ballot elec­ 
tion earlier this month, 
voted by a margin of 0-1 to 
give the union leadership 
authority to call a strike. 
A formal strike date was 
left to union leaders to 
decide, but a walkout could 
come as early as midnight 
Aug. 6, when current con­ 
tracts expire. 
“ We want a settlement, 
not a strike,” Watts said. 
“ But the situation is very 
serious and it's getting 
very late." 
The CWA is the largest 
union in the negotiations 
that began May 19. The 
International Brotherhood 
of Electrical Workers and 
the Telecommunications 
International union, with a 
combined strength of near- 
ly 200,000 additional 
employes, could be ex­ 
pected to join a strike if 
one is called 
Each union bargains 
separately. with the CWA 
usual'n setting the pattern 
tot settlements. 
The unions rejected on 
July 21 an initial contract 
proposal of a 10 per cent 
wage boost over three 
vears, and an additional 10 
per cent in cost-of-living 
raises. It made no mention 
of job security, the union s 
key demand. 
“ We cannot possibly get 
together," Watts said, if 
the company thinks it can 
simply beef up its original 
offer without addressing 
“ the essential ingredient of 
job security ... and the real 
needs in such vital areas as 
pensions, health benefits 
and umon-management re­ 
lations." 
N early 100.000 Bell 
System jobs have been lost 
to automation in the three 
years since the last con­ 
tract was negotiated, and 
the unions have demanded 
safeguards in a new agree­ 
ment against further los­ 
ses. 
A strike, if it comes is 
unlikely to have any major, 
immediate impact on 
telephone service because 
of automation, company 
spokesmen say. 
But a study done for the 
CWA contends that a strike 
"is bound to have far- 
reaching, adverse ec­ 
onomic and social re­ 
sults that will impinge on 
the quality of people's lives 
and the conduct of the 
nation's business 
The union says the 
average phone company 
workers earns $6 4# an 
hour, a figure that puts 
them in seventh place 
among other industries. 
But the company says its 
employes already are well 
paid. It cites a federal 
study showing Bell salaries 
increased 39 7 per cent un­ 
der the current contract 
while the coat of living rose 
27.4 per cent.

The burden of federal workers' pensions 


WASHINGTON (A P) - There's an easy, almost pain­ 
less wav for President Carter to chop $9.7 billion out of 
the defense budget. He could shift the costs of retiremen 
checks for current military pensioners out of the t en- 
tagon budget.

the cut would not decrease overall federal spending 
by one single penny. The annual tab would be moved into 
the government’s income security account, which in­ 
cludes Social Security, welfare, food stamps, unemploy­ 
ment insurance, civil service retirement and pensions 
paid by the Veterans Administration 
This accounting change is one of the steps now under 
consideration in the Carter administration’s effort to 
make sense of the tangled way the government accounts 
for federal workers’ pensions. 
Taken together, the changes under consideration at the 
Defense Department and the Office of Management and 
Budget would make the rapidly rising costs of pensions 
more obvious in the budget. And they would, for the first 
time, make the true future costs of pensions visible by 


putting them into the federal spending plan. 
“ Our grandchildren are going to have to shoulder a 
pretty heavy burden, ’ said one official of the pension 
costs “ We have to start writing down what our debts 
are.” 
Carter promised during his campaign to cut billions 
from the defense budget, a pledge he has not thus far 
fulfilled. By shifting current pension costs. Carter could, 
after a fashion, fulfill his promise. 
However, if all the changes were enacted, the Pentagon 
budget would increase. Estimates of the increase range 
from $500 million to $4.2 billion, depending on economic 
conditions. 
Administration sources say an initial decision on most 
of the changes is expected Within a month by Defense 
Secretary Harold Brown for the fiscal 1979 budget 
No worker’s current or future pension would be in­ 
creased or decreased by these changes 
“ These are really accounting and bookkeeping arrange­ 
ments that have little direct effect on spending,“ said one 


source. 
“ It’s an accounting change, but one that involves 
several billions of dollars,” said another offficial. 
Shifting current retirement costs out of the defense 
budget is the simplest of the possible changes. 
Those who favor the change say paying retirement 
checks for former military personnel is not related to 
maintaining national security and should not be paid from 
the defense budget. Pension costs have eaten up a larger 
and larger chunk of the Pentagon budget, rising to 8.2 per 
cent in 1978 from only 1*4 per cent in 1962. 
Organizations of retired m ilitary personnel are against 
any change. 
“ Military retirement is unique We consider it a rele­ 
vant part of the career package,” said Col. George Hen- 
nrikus of the Retired Officers Association. “ You go into 
debt for weapons, and you go into debt for people. 
He 
said the Pentagon “ doesn't want to have to defend the 
request for this money.” 
A Congressional Budget Office report said such groups 


“ mav oppose transferring the . . . appropriation from 
defense to income security because the switch makes 
military retirement appear to some as a form of welfare 
to which a social stigma may seem to be attacJ* * 
A second proposal under study would make the Pen­ 
tagon set aside money for future military pensions the 
same way civilian agencies provide for civil service pen­ 
sions. Private business also must make financial arrange­ 
ments for future pensions due employes. 


Currently, no provision is made in the m ilitary budget 
for the costs of pensions to which current employes are 
now earning a right, but which will not actually be paid 
out until the employes retire years from now Only pen­ 
sions now paid to retirees are charged to the Pentagon 
that’s the $9.7 billion that may be shifted 


Failing to provide for the costs of future pensions gross- 
ly understates actual personnel expenses and guarantees 
sharp increases in pension spending over the coming 
decades.

will help. I think when we compare that with a fairly well- 
assured supply that we will have no shortage of uranium 
fuel in the next 15 or 20 years 
*‘At that time, of course, some form of advanced reac­ 
tor technology will be necessary ... I think we can be 
prepared to use it safely by then 
The President, who did graduate work in nuclear 
physics and, while in the Navy, worked on the develop­ 
ment of atomic submarines, said he had never witnessed 
a nuclear test shot. He said that while in the Navy in the 
early 1950s “ we went through months of indoctrination on 
the scope of anticipated damage" from a nuclear blast. 
“ The very clear conclusion is that once an atomic device 
is exploded in an area, there is no practical way to 
minimize the damage. " 
Asked why he had given such priority to stopping 
nuclear proliferation. Carter replied: 


“ It’s hard to answer. 1 think one of the factors is my 
professional knowledge of nuclear power. The other one 
is, during the long campaign, I was impressed by the 
hunger among our citizens to reduce the threat of atomic 
destruction. 


“ As I looked into the prospects of at least reducing the 
proliferation it did not seem hopeless to me There was a 
great deal of initiative being taken within our own 


American Congress and, to a substantial degree, 1 
capitalized on that momentum..." 
Echoing a theme he sounded through the interview. 
Carter said: “ I think that world opinion is on the side of 
restraining a nuclear explosive capacity among the non­ 
nuclear nations. Although some nations have a reluctance 
to be restrained, I think world opinion is still a growing 
factor." 
He acknowledged that there are difficulties in develop­ 
ing an effective global nonproliferation system and 
eliminating all nuclear weapons. “ It is obviously an ex­ 
tremely difficult undertaking.” Carter said. “ There is 
nothing easy about it. Every step toward reducing the 
threat of nuclear proliferation is going to be a challenge in 
itself.” 
The President also discussed a proposed international 
nuclear evaluation program now being organized 
“ I think that we have inevitably ahead of us some 
progress. Whether it will be a total success no one can 
know. The doubt about our intentions is there. Some have 
accused us and the Canadians and Australians of con­ 
templating a cartel to withhold needed atomic fuel sup­ 
plies from other countries. 
• That is not the case at all We have no objections to 
other nations proceeding with the development of atomic 
power, provided safeguards are adequate to prevent a 
diversion of atomic fuels into explosives." 


Bad cup of coffee 
costs judge his job; 
vendor gets $141,000 


NEW YORK (A P) — A coffee vendor whose product so 
displeased a county judge that he was hauled into court in 
handcuffs and given a tongue-lashing has been awarded 
$141.000 for violation of his civil rights 
Suffolk County Judge William Perry lost his $40,990 job 
over a cup of coffee. 
A Brooklyn federal court jury awarded 37-year-old 
Thomas Zarcone $80.000 in compensatory damages, to be 
paid by Perry and Deputy Sheriff James Windsor, who 
handcuffed Zarcone; $60.000 in punitive damages, to be 
paid by Perry; and $1.000 in punitive damages from Wind­ 
sor 
A spokesman for the Royal Globe Insurance Co . which 
insures judges for compensatory damages, confirmed 
Wednesday that Zarcone rejected an out-of-court settle­ 
ment of $205,000 offered by Royal Globe and Perry. He 
had sued for $5 million. 
“ I am very relieved," said Zarcone. 


Zarcone said he had no regrets about not taking the out- 
of-court offer, explaining that he would have had to drop a 
claim now pending in state court in Riverhead. 


According to testimony. Judge Perry had sent Sheriff 
Windsor to buy coffee from Zarcone's truck outside the 
courthouse on the evening of April 30, 1975 Ten minutes 
later. Zarcone testified, he was handcuffed and told 
to 
come to the judge’s chambers to see about the coffee, 
because it was terrible " 


IV rrv had testified, “ I was irritated by the quality of 
the coffee and I felt it was an injustice on all of the people 
who had to go to court that evening and buy the product 


Zarcone said Perry yelled at him and claimed Ins coffee 
had been watered down. He said the incident, which oc­ 
curred in traffic court in Hauppauge, N Y , caused him to 
have nightmares in which he saw Perry hurling daggers 
at him. He said courthouse workers stopped buying food 
and beverages at his truck, forcing him out of business. 


Perry was removed from the bench 12 days ago by the 
Appellate Division of State Supreme Court for having 
given “ false testimony" about the incident

Pomonan won't give up o n NFL bid

FULLERTON — If Pomona native 
Mark Gollhardt doesn't succeed in 
his attem pt to play for the Rams in 
1977. it won t be for lack of per­ 
sistence. 
Gollhardt, a self-described “ late 
bloom er” who graduated from 
Pomona High in 1970 but didn t play 
football 
until 
1972. has done 
evervthing in his power over the past 
18 months to try to make it as a 
professional punter. 
After punting very successfully for 
Chaffev College in 1972 and 1973. 
G o llhardt ignored sch o larsh ip 
fe e le rs from T e n n e sse e and 
Oklahoma State to attend San Diego 
State 
But Claude Gilbert, then the coach 
at SDS. lost interest in Gollhardt 
when he discovered he had only one 
year of e lig ib ility rem ain in g 
(because of a technicality) and. 


despite what Gollhardt considered a 
successful tryout, Gilbert didn t ask 
him to join the team. 
Gollhardt was still attending SDS 
in January of 1976, when his room­ 
mate talked him into writing letters 
to several several pro teams, offer­ 
ing his services as a free agent 
punter. 
"I wrote to Tampa Bay, Denver. 
Dallas. San Diego and the Rams. 
Gollhardt recalled “ Letters came 
back — boom. boom, boom — saying 
they couldn’t use me. But the Rams 
sent me a survey sheet to fill out and 
Dallas wrote that if I wanted to try 
out I should be at their field in Texas 
on May 22.

A 'wrong-headed' 
opinion>: 


Meat is good, but calories bad; they make you fat

Meat is good. It provides 
food energy. But calories 
are bad. they make you 
fat. 
That is the wrong-headed 
opinion of countless men 
and women. Calories, 
whether from meat or a 
slice of bread, are units of 
energy. If you consume 
more than your body 
needs, they stack up as ex­ 
cess pounds. 
But the 
needed part go into the 
energy that makes Sammy 
run. it is that simple. 
That is the judgment of 
Dr 
Gilbert A. Leveille, 
chairman of the Depart­ 
ment ot Food Sciences and 
Human 
N u tritio n 
at 
Mi( higan State University. 
“ From all currently 
known research estimates, 
we eat too heavily of 
meats, poultry, fish and 
eggs. People are inclined 
to believe that these foods 
are caloric free. Yet they 
all do contain calories in 
varying degrees," he says. 
It is true that meat is 
also a great source of 
protein,“ reminds Dr. 
Leveille, who is also 
chairman of the Food and 
Nutrition Board for the 
National Research Council 
ot the National Academy of 
science 
“ But there are 
othei excellent protein 
sources as well. However, 
today many people seem to 


forget this fact. 
“ I think in general we 
have a good diet in this 
cdtmtry," he says. “ The 
best in the world, in fact. 
But many of our problems 
relate to over consumption 
rather than deficiencies. 
On the other hand, our diet 
which is high in fat, high in 
protein and one which 
provides an excess of 
calories could stand im­ 
provement. A good way to 
improve it — cut down the 
fat and you cut down the 
calories.” 
Commenting on the 
newest food excitement — 
fiber, he told a symposium 
on nutrition education for 
the layman recently con­ 
ducted by General Mills, 
“ Recent studies show that 
those populations eating 
diets containing large 
amounts of indigestible 
residues (such as bran) 
have a lower incidence of a 
number of diseases which 
are prevalent in developed 
countries, in particular 
cardiovascular 
disease, 
cancer of the colon, 
obesity, diverticular dis­ 
ease, diabetes, irritable 
bowel syndrome, to name 
but a few. Some draw the 
conclusion that increased 
intakes of dietary fiber 
could prevent and — or 
cure these diseases. An in­ 
triguing hypothesis which 
has captured the attention 


of a number of scientists. 
So a ‘fib e r fa d ’ has 
emerged. On the basis of 
available evidence, it 
would seem desirable to in­ 


crease eating dietary fiber 
to a moderate degree — 
more cereal products, 
m ore 
fru its 
and 
vegetables. It does not 


require massive intakes of 
purified sources of dietary 
fiber.’’ 
The Michigan professor 
adds, “ I suggest we in­ 


crease the amount of 
specific nutrients in our 
diet, particularly more 
calcium, iron and possibly 
Vitamin A.”

Eggplant, as North 
Americans know it, is 
usually of the egg-shaped, 
deep purple variety. It has 
preplexed many a beginn­ 
ing cook and for that 
reason too often it is used 
as a table centerpiece 
rather than as a food

be 


prepared in many ways 
baked, stuffed, fried and as 
an ingredient in many dis­ 
hes. especiallly those of 
such 
c o u n t r i e s 
as 
Yugoslavia. Greece and 
Turkey 
Most recipes 
require preparation of the 
eggplant before cooking. 
This means it is cut in half, 
the exposed flesh is salted 
and then it is left to stand 


for about an hour. Then the 
moisture is poured off and 
the eggplant Reeled, 
depending upon the recipe. 
For stuffed eggplant the 
whole eggplant is sim­ 
mered first This recipe is 
for two but is easily in­ 
creased for several por­ 
tions.

Germany's 'hamburger' is taking U.S. by storm

AP Newxfeatures Writer 
Americans are so fond of 
hamburgers that they 
munch about 11 billion 
pounds a year, and the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
predicts that chopped beef 
consumption will soar to 14 
billion pounds by 1980 
That's a big step forward 
for the meat patty that 
German immigrants In­ 
troduced to America in the 
19th century and which 
became a boon to those 
who could not afford steaks 
or roasts. 
In those early days, the 
hamburger was called 
Hamburg steak after the 
German city of that name 
whose citizens learned of it 
through trading with Rus­ 
sia s Baltic Provinces, 
where chopped meat was 
popular. In fact, it goes 
hack to the Tatar invaders 
who occupied the Baltic 
region in the Middle Ages 
and who had a weakness 
for shredded raw meat. 
Hence the name Steak Tar- 
tare. the uncooked ham­ 
burger many epicureans 
relish mixed with egg volk 
and capers. 
By the start of the pre­ 
sent century, the ham burg 
steak had added a syllable 
and became a hamburger, 
a combination of patty and 


bun. Some say it was first 
served in 1904 at the St 
Louis World's Fair. Others 
claim it was invented by 
the owners of a little cafe 
in New Haven, Conn. 
called Louis Lunch, ac­ 
cording to a recent report 


by

National 
Geographic Society 
Whatever its origin, 
chopped beef has become 
one of the most versatile 
food forms in this country 
appearing in many guises 
Meat loaf m akes a 


delicious roast and an 
equally delicious sandwich 
filling when sliced cold 
Then there are meat balls, 
which abound the world 
over in a variety of forms 
Meat pies, casseroles and 
stuffed vegetables are also 


vehicles for chopped beef 
Ground beef can be 
enjoyed in many ways, 
provided the meat is good 
and there is not an excess 
of fat.
